at the end of his studiea to start hin } 
off in his career. These echolarehips 
are awarded, or rather two of them 
are swarded, every three years either 
for Engineering or for Agriculture 
tenable only by British boys of 
pure white deacent on both sides, 
one of whose parents shall have resid- 
‘ed in Hongkong or China for at least 
three years. What is this echolarabip 
awarded on? On the redult of some 
tremondousty difficult University 
scholorship examinations? No, but 
on the result of the Hongkong 
matriculation . examination. — The 
ordinary standard of a schoo! leaving 
certificate, which every: British boy 
can automatically and without con- 
scious effort attain by going through 
the ordinary routine of s achool work- 
ing to that end; and yet 60 Sar no 
British boy haa been able to win this 
acholarship from Hongkong. But if 
thers is any parent here who 
wants to mako’ his . children 
engineers, or agricaltoriste, he ic 
entitled to demand the creation 
of a school whose curriculum shall 
normally and ordinarily propre those 
boys to pass that examination. Thero 
must, I imagine, sometimes be a boy 
in Hongkong, or even a girl, who 
would jike to enter the medical pro- 
fession. Yes, L can hear the father or 
mother gay, ‘I sbould like my boy or 
my gitl to become a doctor. They are 
clearly fitted for such a life, but how 
ean [possibly afford to uond them 
Homo with all the tremendous ex- 
ponse involved of a Home University 
and walking the hospitals at Homo? ” 
* It can all be done in Hongkong, The 
medical dogree of tho Honglrong 
University is recognized by the Bei tish 
Medical Council. A man with ‘that 
degresis entitled to practise medi sine 
in any part of the British Istes, 
or in sny British Possession, ‘The 
feea in this examination are quite 
inexpensive. They work out at 
something unter £80 o year, and 
there are scholarships which can be 
obtained, I shodld imagine, almost 
for the asking. There are firme he.re 
who have the right of nominotin g 
Donor Bcholars which entitle the bol - 
der to free tuition.

And it, is this; therefore; that we 
must constantly keep in yiew—that 
we aro troining our. children for thia 
particolar thing ; that nothing mart 
bo allowed to interfere with - thet 
thing; that from thy very outset 
when we first start to send the tiny 
toddlers to echool .wo'must have that 
thing in our mind. It is to be 
obtained: by regular attendance. We 
must remember tat every time we 
keep our children away from school, 
whether it be for a tea party or 
whother it be to. suit our cwn con- 
‘Vonience, we aro losing sight of* thot 
end, aud fhe ghildren will. have to 
pay for it-somea day. That we oght’ 
to look upon that ond as part of the 
normal' growth in tha sphore 
of the mind, just os we 
expect normal’ growth in. the 
body.: And then there is one Inst 
clasa of patent to whom I would 
address myself, and that is the parent 
who would like bis boy to go toa 
Home Univeréity but would like him 
to do his schooling out here. Thatat 
any rate until he reaches the age of 
17 or 18 he may have the advantage 
of home influence and home training. 
And when the boy has reached the 
age of 17 or 18 and-the parent sends 
‘him Home, he finds to his horror that 
he ia unable to obtain admission inta 
the Home University, beeause he 
hasn’t reached the standard of 
the Home matriculation examina- 
tion. Yot, I have already shown 
you that he ought to, be able 
to reach that standard ont hereby 
peesing . the London matriculation 
examination out here. - But’ I would 
aleo remind you ¢hat the London 
matriculation examination will obtain 
him exemption from the matriculation 
of:eny University in the’world. And 
I would also remind you that your own 
University of Hongkong matriculation 
examination has now bean. accepted 
by all the Beottish and al! the Nor- 
thern Universities, and that che 
University has obtaincd affiliation 
with the Universities of Oxford end 
Combridge.. And thst is also’ why 
I; for one, ask for #8 British 
central school which shall contain 
all the British childron who’ are 
being educated in this Colony.. The 
very efficiency’ of tha  achodl 
depending upon the numbers, that 
is why J ask that: the school shall 
work, from the very outset, from the 
very loweat form on o syllabus de- 
signed for matriculation examination, 
and that no British boy shonld Jeave 
that school without obtaining that 
certificate. That is why I sek that 
tho staff of that school shall bs second 
to none in the Colony. and that is 
why most especially and moat em- 
phatically, I invite the parenis to 
co-operate with the achool authorities 
in ensuring, at whatever sacrifice and 
however great the difficulties may be 
to be overcome,, that that school, if 
and when erected, shall ba warthy of 
the Colony and ehall be taking no 
emall part in the enhancing of all 
that is best in the social ‘and imperial
